Besides, by right of 
birth, they can automatically 
obtain a document which al- 
lows them seven bottles of 
whisky, plus wine and beer, 
per month. For the rest the 
bars of Bombay are as still 
as the Towers of Silence, and 
not even a vulture hovers 
near them in the expectation 
of being satisfied.

Zeev Tishby

has dropped his former aca 
demic manner and has pro- 
duced a number of works 
which are charming in colour 
and attractively designed. He 
uses oil rather in the manner 
of watercolour, thinly spread 
en the canvas and aaims' 
the bilecked-in background 
he paints the figures and 
other details of the subject. 


Ik is only when he pains 
flower-pieces.that Tishby uses 
a thicker tmpasfo to oDlain an 
effect of lushness and rich 
ness. Particularly successful

are accustomed to being tax- 
ed for their thirst.

The hun- 
dreds of thousands who sieep 
stretched on the stone pave- 
ments throughout Bombay's 
humid nights wake every 
morning to a renewed mut- 
tering about their unhappy 
fute. 


Work and Drink 


For though Indian na‘iona- 
lists have been at pains to 
point out that the habit of 
drinking intoxicants was a fo- 
reign importation (“the Mo- 
guis will be remembered by 
the many tine monuments 
they have left behind; the 
British by the number of 
their empty whisky bottles”) 
ana an atlempt was made in 
Bombay to maintain that on- 
ly “westernized persons were 
confirmed drinkers, it is the 
mill-workers and artisans of 
bombay at whom the new 
prohibition is really aimed. 

A Government inquiry in 
oné smmall area of a poor quar- 
ter of Bombay showed that 
drinkers were in the majority 


and that those who did drink 


spent from 50 to 75 per cent 
of their income on liquor. 


mill-owner to whom I spoke 


said that his employees were 
Quite Likely to take two or 
lbree days off for a proiong- 
ed carousal every time they 
received thelr pay. And in- 
sofar as such abandoned ha- 
bits have been almost elimi- 
nated, Bombay's prohibition 
can give a straight answer to 
the amateur economuis\&. 

But the absence of supply 
—— @S almost every economist 
has found, and as the Ame- 
ricans dizzily proved in this 
context —<loes not by itself 
ebolish dernanr. “Hindu Lady's 
Abdominal Belt Alleged to 
liawe Been Searched for Li- 
quor” cries an indignant 
headline in “The Current,” 
one of Bombay's many violent 
anti-Government magazines. 
The task of the customs ofl- 
Lcers is certainiy a hara one 
They nave found so far that 
the majority of Ute smug- 
glers, with marked lack of 
originality, usually try the 
inner tube of a bicycle tyre. 

Rich offenders, of course, 
are as usual more difficult 
to trap than the poor. A Dum- 
ber of Hindus and Parsees 
who have regretfully seen 
coming for a iong 
time, who do not wish to de- 
clare themseives addicts be- 
fore the Prohibition Officer 
ing who see no reason to 
change Weir drinking habits, 
have spent some years and no 
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perfectly natural manner, but 
they have practicely @ mo- 
nopoly of the liquor trade, not 
only in Bombay. but through- 
out India.. To them prohibi- 
tion, which to the Indian is 
a correct jegalization of the 
tenets of both Hinduism and 
Mohammedanism, is a most 

inconvenient abnormality. 
Indeed, the inconvenience 
of the new law takes many 
and curious forms. Europeans, 
though not usually averse & 
a chota peg (Anglo-Indian for 
“a drink”) often feel them- 
selves at an unfair advantage. 
For if they give a dinner 
party they may not offer an 
Indian guest a drink for fear 
thet, when he leaves, @ pass- 
ing policeman may smell) his 
vinous breath, the. possession 
of which, under the new law, 
is an offense. It is a Bom- 
bay jest that while the Unit- 
ed *Kingdom High Commis- 
sion there gave a fruit-juice 
reception to introduce the 
new Deputy High Commis- 
ciotier, the Indian Embessy, in 
Washington was throwing 4 
cocktail party in honour of 
two baby elephants, an In- 
dian gift to an American 200.
